LONDON, February 13, 4:20 A. M.—Lord Roberts has 


gathered 35,000 men, with whom he intends to turn the left 


flank of the Boer lines at Magersfontein, near Jacobsaal, enter- 


ing into the Free State and compelling General Cronje to 


raise the siege of Kimberly and thus making the first step 


toward Bloomfontein. 


Lord Robtrts has informed corr espondents that when he 


gets down to buisness they will have ample time to send news. 


Kiuiberly, twenty miles from Modder river positiou, is in 


sore straits. In December, out of a population of 14,000 whites 


and 19,000 blacks, the mortality was 50 whites and 138 blacks 


per thousand. The infantile death rate was 671 per thousand 


among the whites and 912 among the blacks. 


The fearful state of things in December cannot have im- 


proved much, if at all, since and the fighting power of the gar- 


rison must be greatly diminished. The bombardment has in- 


creased and there is danger of the great diamond city and Ce- 


cil Rhodes falling under the very eyes of Lord Roberts. 


It is believed that Roberts will move at once and that a 


great battle is imminent.
